WOULD SELL CORONADO 


BRIDGE 
FOR $25,000 


Definite action on continuing the 


privilege of the New Smyrna-Corona- 
do Bridge company to operate the toll 
bridge between this city and Coronado 
and establishing the rates of toll to 
be charged, will probably be taken at 
the regular meeting of the board of 
county commissioners next month. Ac- 
tion was deferred 
from 
the «.June 


meeting until the July meeting. Dur- 
ing the discussion of the matter be- 
fore the board at the June meeting 
"Wayne E. Connor, representing the 
local bridge company, made a propo- 
sition to sell the present bridge to 
the county for the sum of $25,000, 
contending that the toll bridge has 
never been a paying investment, and 
that the price named is practically 
one-third of the original cost of the 
structure. 


The bridge was built by a stock 


company 
about 
22 years ago and 


Washington E. Connor was one of the 
stockholders in the bridge company. 
Many of the stock subscriptions were 
never paid, and Mr. Connor finally 
went into court, got a judgment 
against the 
< company and took the 


bridge over, much against his desire, 
to save his investment and insure the 
operation of the bridge. Since that 
time Mr. Connor has been the heav- 
iest stockholder in the bridge com- 
pany and only within the last few 
years has the bridge come anywhere 
near nfeeting the expense o£ mainten- 
ance and operation. As near as can 
be estimated by Wayne E. Connor, 
the original cost of the bridge was 
about $73,000. 


It is said the 
franchise of the 


bridge company for the operation of 
the toll bridge expired several years 
ago and the action of the board of 
county commissioners in the matter 
will be awaited with interest.

TWO NOTED RIVERS 


Tagliamento and Livenza Become 


Important in Italy. 


One Stream of No Value Commercially, 


While the Other Is Known for 


Many Tributariet. 


The National Geographic society at 


Washington has issued the following 
war geography bulletins on the Taglia- 
mento and Livenza rivers, mentioned 
in the cable dispatches concerning the 
Geiman drive into Italy: 


"The Tagliamento river, whose flood- 


ed banks served as a rampart lor the 
retreating Italians for only a few days, 
and which was crossed by the Austro- 
German forces, is a stream of no value 
commercially. It is one of many small 
rivers rising In the Carnic Algs and 
flowing through the Venetian plain into 
the Adriatic. 
Its headwaters are 


near Mount Clapsavon, about sixty-five 
miles northwest of its entrance into 
the Adriatic, but the course of the 
stream is meandering, flowing first to 
the east and then south through a 
marshy valley, thus traversing a dis- 
tance of 100 miles. 


"Just 120 years ago the Tagliamento 


figured prominently in another great 
military campaign In northern Italy. It 
was during Napoleon's campaign of 
1797 that re-enforcements were greatly 
needed by the French. 
Bernadotte, 


who afterward was placed by Napoleon 
on the throne of Sweden as Charles 
XIV, led his army with signal dispatch 
from the banks of the Hhine to his 
commander in chief, and at the pas- 
sage of the Tagliamento won enduring 
distinction. 


"The Tagliamento passes no import- 


ant cities of Venetia. The most import- 
ant of the small towns that squat upon 
its marshy banks are Venzone, 20 miles 
by rail from the Austro-Italian frontier; 
Spilimbergo and Latisana. The last- 
named is equidistant from Venice and 
Trieste on the 100-mile railway which 
connects these two important cities. 
The Tagliamento flows 15 miles to the 
west of Udine, the first Italian city of 
importance to fall before the onrushing 
Teutonic forces in the present offen- 
sive. 


"In ancient times the Tagliamento 


was known as Tilaventus. 


"The Livenza, like the Tagliamento, 


'i one of many streams which rise in 
ne Carnic Alps and flow through the 
delta region of Venetia. Its course is 
not more than seventy-five miles in 
length, but it has numerous tributaries, 
chief among those on the east being 
the Meduna, the Fiume and the Sile, 
while the Monticano and the Meschia 
are affluents of the west bank. The 
point at which the Livenza mingles its:" 
waters with the Adriatic' is only 228 
miles northeast of Italy's priceless 
Jewel city, Venice. 


'The plain lying between the paral- 


lel courses of the Tagliamento and the 
Livenza is dotted with Italian towns 
of great historic and art interest. Chief 
among these are Pordenone, probably 
the Pontus Naonis of the ancients, but 
now many miles from the sea; Porto- 
gruaro, San Vito, Azzano and the ruins 
of Concordla Saggittaria, the ancient 
Roman military station."

But we 
come back to the fnct that what most 
people regard as play is an occupation 
:hat they are not required to perform, 
and, it would seem from a psycholog- 
ical standpoint to give greater rest if 
it be an occupation that is particularly 
useless from the standpoint of produc- 
ing economic results. Therefore there 
should be time set aside in the work 
of the day, no matter whether it be 
varied or not, when the environment 
may be changed and play should be 
:aken up. 


Did Hard "Bit" f?r FJag. 


After going without tobacco several 


weeks, so the money could be used to 
purchase a large American flag, the 
old Inmates of the Hempstead (L. I.) 
poor farm recently had the pleasure 
of seeing the colors break from the 
flagpole in front of the only home they 
know.

vas a great hardship. The old fel- 
lows talked of the deeds they had 
seen done for the colors in the Civil 
war and heard of in the Revolution- 
ary war, as they planned the pleasure 
that was to be theirs. The overseers 
of the poor, Daniel J. Morrison had 
Frank Hammill, after the flag raising, 
gave the patriotic old men fine cigars 
and they started to make up for the 
lost smokes. 


The Blue Cross. 


The Blue Cross fund was organized 


in 1912 in Constantinople by Lady 
Lovther, the wife of the British am- 
bassador in Turkey at that time. At 
the beginning the fund was used for 
the Balkan wars and at the beginning 
of this war was turned over to the 
British and French governments to 
work in co-operation v, ith their army 
veterinary corps an'1 was immediately 
accepted. Tho president of (Iio organ- 
ization is Lady Smith Dorrle'i, but <:hp 
has authorized Mrs. Elphinstone Malt- 
land to come- to this country to form 
the American branch of this fund and 
raise funds. 


War Develops Hidden Qualifications 


of Many Young Heroes Now 


In Government's Service. 


"It takes all sorts of things to bring 


out latent traits in us all." The speak- 
er in the club car rolled his cigar to 
the other corner of his month. The 
other occupants sat silently, surmising 
that a story was coming, recounts a 
.writer in an exchange. 


"Knew a young fellow over East. 


Father had lots of money. Son did not 
seem inclined to add a great deal to 
it by" working, but made several dents 
in the family purse by his spending. 
Not that he was a bad boy at heart— 
only thoughtless. 
Sometimes I think 


the rich father was attempting to 
make a business man out of a man 
never intended for that sort of life. The 
boy did not seem to be able to find his 
niche. Said to me one day when he 
had gotten confidential1: 
'You know, 


my only fear is that I am not going to 
make something out of myself that will 
make dad proud of me.' And the two 
surely did love each other. One day 
the boy asked the father for several 
thousand dollars. It was forthcoming. 
Then he asked the father to cash a 
check for some money left him by his 
dead mother. He got that. Then the 
boy sort of dropped out of New York 
life. 


"Next thing I knew he was a lieu- 


tenant in the aviation section of the 
army. He had bought two airplanes, 
taken them down into the country to 
one of bis father's farms and learned 
to fly. Guess dose that knew him 
thought it was another of his money- 
burning ways. But when he thought 
himself competent he went to the gov- 
ernment and simply said: 'Here I am, 
ready for any service you may have for 
me,' and the government took him up 
in a hurry. He may be in France. But 
you should have seen that father's face 
light up every time he mentioned that 
boy. 
And when he does get back from 


Frante he and his father are going to 
be greater pals than ever, if that be 
possible. 


"Now 
I am not going to say that 


many young men are going to have 
about $20,000 at their beck and call to 
demonstrate that it only needs the oc- 
casion to make men out of them, but I 
do say that there are scores of young 
men doing just as much or more." 


Switzerland Like United States. 
Switzerland is the only European 


example of a federative and demo- 
cratic republic of the American type, 
observes a writer. Switzerland, as the 
United States, was born from a desire 
for emancipation from autocratic des- 
potism; like the United States, Swit- 
zerland never believed in the divine 
right of kings. The very past which 
the ancient federates, on that quiet 
spot, the "Kutli," on the classic Lake 
of Lucerne on August 1, 1291, swore 
to, embodies that great principle for 
which now, 626 years later, the United 
States is fighting, namely, to quote 
President Wilson's own words, "For 
the right of those who submit to au- 
thority to have a voice in their own 
governments." 
There the old Swiss 


proclaimed self-government against the 
autocratic rule of the Hapsburg, in the 
following words: "We ordain and di- 
rect- with unanimous accord, that in 
the above-mentioned valleys we shall 
recognize no judge who shall have 
bought his rights with money or in any 
other manner, or who shall not be a 
native and an inhabitant of these dis- 
tricts." 


Futile Disputes. 


In stating prudential rules for our 


government in society, I must not omit 
the important one of never entering 
into dispute or argument with another. 


I never saw an instance of one of 


two disputants convincing the other 
ay argument. 


I have seen many, on their getting 


warm, becoming rude and shooting one 
another. 


Conviction is the effect of our own 


dispassionate reasoning, either in soli- 
tude or weighing within ourselves, dis- 
passionately, what we hear from oth- 
ers, standing uncommitted in argu- 
ment ourselves. 
It was one of the 


rules which, above all others, made 
Doctor Franklin the most amiable Ot' 
men in society, "never to contradict 
anybody." If he was urged to an- 
nounce an opinion, he did it rather 
by asking questions, as if for infor- 
mation, or by suggesting doubts— 
Thomas Jefferson.

German Schooling. 


German schooling has proved antag- 


onistic to co-operation, alth9ugh de- 
manding unity of action through mass 
obedience, Winthrop Talbot writes in 
the Century. It has failed to foster 
real co-operation, for co-operation is a 
method by which persons of their own 
volition and by no compulsion may 
work together harmoniously. Only 
when training and schooling are the 
common privilege of all is that state 
of civic development possible which 
permits society to become co-operative 
IB its action. In other words, a at- 
cialized society becomes more possible 
only as all individual members acquire 
«acl» the widest vision, and thus the 
power to co-operate harmoniously.

Home Guards Visit Daytona

Before the Bussian revolution there 


was no more luxurious dwelling place 
for a sovereign than the Winter Pal- 
ace at what was then called St. Pe- 
tersburg. What Its condition is now I 
don't know, for I have not seen it 
since it ceased to be the czar's resi- 
dence. 


Not long before the breaking out of 


the world's war, I was a tourist in the 
capital of Russia, and had letters to 
the American ambassador there and to 
prominent Russians. Through the em- 
bassy I received an invitation to a ball 
'at this same Winter Palace. I will not 
pause to describe the scene of splen- 
dor, but will mention one woman, 
about twenty-five, who was not only 
very beautiful, but bore on her coun- 
tenance the stamp of a marked spirit 
within. "That woman," I said to a 
friend, "interests me; I would like to 
be presented to her." 


"I have her acquaintance," he said, 


and will introduce you with pleasure. 
This he did, but I did not find much 
comfort in the brief chat I had with 
her. She seemed to have matters on 
her mind that prevented her making 
jierself agreeable to an unfilled strang- 
er from America. 


There is a story connected with her 


that I will narrate. It was told me by 
the man who introduced me to her, 
Paul Kaluzsky. 


Kaluzsky came from the same place 


as she. In their social circle was Ste- 
pan Serozha, an intimate friend of 
Paul, whom Pau! described to me as 
a splendid fellow, endowed with great 
patriotism. There were two girls be- 
ween whom he divided his attentions. 
One was Liza Arkadevna, a modest 
country girl, the other Sonia Mikhail- 
off, the girl I met at the Winter Pal- 
ace. The latter spent much time in 
he capital and was occasionally seen 
at imperial functions. 


Paul told me that Stephan favored 
iza, and that Sonia was trying to win 
lim from her. Stephan admitted that 
Sonia was secretly in favor of the rev- 
olutionists, and was endeavoring to en- 
ist the talented Stephan In the cause 
of the people.

Federal Food Administrator 


Urges Use Of Florida Potatoes 


If the people of Blorida will resolve to eat potatoes that are grown 


in Florida and will not accept any potatoes except Florida grown po- 
tatoes from the grocerymen, they will do a great deal in solving the 
problems now presented by the tremendous crop of potatoes ready 
for market in this state. 


I have been besieged with all sorts of suggestions, all sorts ol 


complaints, and all sorts of general fault finding, because of the fact 
that the present crop of Florida potatoes was not finding such a mar- 
ket as was offered for the crop of 1917. The people of Florida and 
especially the farmers, must realize that not only is there a greatly in- 
creased acreage this year, but the same overproduction holds true in 
northern states. The lack of Florida markets, or the lack of markets 
for Florida potatoes, was due to the fact that northern states were con- 
suming what they had grown. Therefore, we should do as they have 
done in the northern states, eat what we have grown and thus con- 
serve transportation facilities, the expense of fancy packing, and in 
other ways enhance our marketing right at home. 


We know that Florida is self-supporting 
We can raise every bit of 


meat, all the vegetables, and all the staple field crops that are needed 
to take care of our people. 
During these times when every effort 


should be made towards winning the war, it is folly for us to continue 
to ignore our' own crops and ask for markets in other states, when our 
own markets can be supplied. 


I urge upon every consumer in the State to specify Florida potatoes 


when they are buying. I urge the merchants, both wholesale and retail, 
to buy Florida potatoes in preference to sending orders to northern 
markets. This is an immediate and reasonable solution of the ques- 
tion, but it can be and should be applied to every other vegetable or 
staple that is grown in this state. 


Let us eat what we raise and let us raise it to eat, rather than tc 


make mo^ey during war times.

Flour Diverted to France 


Through 
the 
efforts 
of Federal 


Food Administrator Beacham, a great 
quantity of rye and barley flour, 
which has accumulated in the hands 
of dealers In Florida, has been di- 
verted for export to Europe through 
the grain corporation of the United 
States food administration. 


Quite recently Mr. Beacham was 


advised that the accumulated sub- 
stitutes in the hands of the dealers, 
particularly rye and barley flour, was 
in danger of loss during the heated 
period of the summer, and because 
it could not be consumed by the peo- 
ple of Florida, a short extension of 
time for the use of rye flour as a sub- 
stitute for bakers was given in April, 
and a further extension granted to 
bakers for the use of rye flour as a 
substitute until June 1. Despite this 
special privilege, the surplus could 
not be taken care of, and as a last 
resort Mr. Beacham made an appeal 
to the grain corporation to use some 
of this flour for export. 


There is still a great quantity of 


barley and rye flour left in the hands 
of merchants 
in Florida, and Mr. 


Beacham is anxious to see the con- 
sumers use more of these products in 
an effort to acquaint themselves with 


firms which exact more than a rea- 
sonable charge. 


Retail price reporters 
are being 


appointed in every county. They are 
expected to keep a close check upon 
charges made at the stores and to re 
port to the local administrator all 
dealers not keeping within the limits 
prescribed by the "fair price lists." 


Wherever investigation shows that 


any dealer has charged excessive 
prices, the administrator will grant a 
hearing. 
If he cannot show a just 


cause for his failure to keep within 
the prices announced by the interpret- 
ing boards, be will be punished. 


The food administration believes 


that with the operation of this stand- 
ardized plan throughout the country 
it can assure consumers that the 
price they pay represents no more 
than cost of production, plus reason- 
able costs and profits of necessary 
handlers. It has already, through its 
licensing system, put a close check 
upon the various classes of retailers 
and eliminated all classes not per- 
forming a necessary function in mov- 
ing in the shortest possible line and 
vith least expense from farm to the 
table.

A new army 
of 5,000,000, drawn from civilian ranks, 
had to be raised, trained, armed, 
clothed, fed and equipped with ail the 
supplies demanded by a war which has 
turned every scientific invention to the 
work of destruction. This necessitated

women fill the necessary 


places men had forme rly occupied and 
also onc:ac,fe in the ncn\ industries war 
requirements caused to spring into ex- 
istence.

says that 
the 


women have done this \\ork, in the 
main, exactly as well us the men. They 
have entirely displaced the men in the 
operation of elevators, as clerks In 
stores, banks, and insurance offices and 
as drummers. In their enthusiasm the 
women attempted tasks beyond their 
physical strength, but this was gradu- 
ally corrected. The fact that England, 
has been able to maintain its credit 
and keep its exports at practically the 
prewar figures Lord Northcllffe un- 
hesitatingly ascribes to the work of 
the women. 


Servselfs Also Afloat.

Rubber manufacturers later 
were permitted to obtain crude rubber 
on their written agreement to withhold 
shipments of rubber or rubber prod- 
u«ts from the central powers and cer- 
tain neutrals. The shipments of crude 
rubber to this country is still contin- 
gent upon the observance of this agree- 
ment. 


The world's rubber production for 


this year is placed at 250,000 tons— 
about double the production at the be- 
ginning of the xv ar. About 60 per cent 
is used in the United States.

Mail Order Houses 
Make Returns Of All 


Sugarjertificates 


Some interesting information is be 


ing obtained at the office of the Fed 
eral Food Administrator through the 
mail order regulation of the Unite 
States 
Food 
Administration. 
The 


large mail order houses of Xew York 
and Chicago are required to 
send 


back the signed certificate of those 
persons, ^ho are ordering sugar by 
mail. 
These certificates are on file 


at the office of the Federal Food Ad- 
ministrator, and it is interesting to 
see the list to note how many per- 
sons are sending out of their own 
state for supplies of sugar, Vhen they 
could bay at home, and thus assist 
in lightening the buidens of the post- 
al forces and the demands on trans- 
portation. Food Administrator Beach- 
am has not yet decided the status 
ot the mail order for this state, but 
the practice of ordering goods through 
the mail is one that has caused much 
confusion for the Food Administra- 
tion, and has resulted in severe pun- 
ishment for mail order houses, which 
have violated the rules by filling or- 
ders for food commodities to persons 
living a long distance away from the 
point of purchase, and whose require- 
ments were unknown to the dealer. 


Preservers-Must Not 


Violate Privileges 
In Purchasing Sugar 


When the new plan of sugar dis- 


tribution was announced from Wash- 
ington, provision was made to take 
care of home canning for those who 
wished to preserve small quantities 
of fruit. 
These privileges were ex- 


tended through the use of canning 
certificates, under which 
the pur- 


chaser could sign a statement of the 
application for sugar for preserving 
purposes to be honored by the gro- 
ceryman. 
Like' all other moiements- 


of the kind, this has been a cause for 
some unscrupulous pertons to take 
advantage and endeavor to lav up a 
store of sugar for their futuie use in 
the event that another scarcity oc- 
curs. 


Mr. Beacham has announced to (he 


Food Administrators that any per- 
sons using such certificates in an en- 
deavor to secure a surplus stock of 
sugar, or those who use the certifi- 
cates to get sugar for other than the 
purpose of preserving, all liable to 
prosecution on the charge of hoard- 
ing. 
Convictions for hoarding taay 


result ill punishment of a year in pris- 
on, or One Thousand Dollars fine, be- 
ing the maximum penalties fixed by 
congress. There have been no prose- 
cutions for hoarding so far, because 
it is believed that but 
few people 


would wilfully 
try 
to take advan- 


tage of present conditions. \0 one ex- 
cept those selfishly inclined, or those 
who are pro German would stoop to 
take advantage of anv privilege ac- 
corded them during the present war 
crisis.
